I suppose that the idea that an earth- 
quake is one of the most terrible of all 
visitations is almost universal. It was 
certainly my impression, until I met 
recently an engineer who hed been through 
the New Zealand disaster of last year. 
According to his view, the actual shaking 
of the earth, even when severe, does not 
do much harm ; it is when the earthquake 
takes place in a city that great damage 1s 
caused, mainly through fire and the break- 
ing-up of underground gas mains and 
water pipes. Loss of life and damage to 
property during a ‘quake are largely 
caused through faults in building con- 
struction. Experience has shown that 
square stone houses, built with strong 
mortar, have usually withstood earthquake 
shocks, and during the disaster in Japan 
end New Zealand reinforced concrete 
structures built -around: steel skeletons 
remained undamaged. My informart

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EXPECTED IN DUBLIN 
Br OUR Specia, CORRESPONDENT. 


Mr. J. A, Mollison’s flight to Dublin to 
prepare for his double Atlantic flight was. 
again delayed yesterday. It is now 
reported that he will leave Stag Lane 
Aerodrome, London, immediately after 
lunch to-day, arriving at Baldonnel, Co. 
Dublin, between 4 and 6 p.m. 

Mrs. Mollison (Miss Amy Johnson), 
flying her own Gipsy Moth aeroplane, will 
arrive about the same time. 

I learned yesterday of some of the 
special gb ent which has been included 
in Mr. Mollison’s Puss Moth aeroplane 
Heart's Content. All the flying instru- 
ments have been duplicated. This is 
particularly important in the case of the 
air-speed indicator; for, when flying at 
high altitudes, the little pressure head, or 
pilot tube, of this instrument may become 
choked with ice, and thus leave the pilot 
in grave danger of mistaking his flying 
speed. Independent petrol  feedin 
systems have been installed to shape 
against possible failure, and two of the 
latest type of aircraft compasses will be 
used by the “ Flying Scot.’’ 

It was Mr. Mollison's original intention 
to take off from Portmarnock Strand 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon, but he 
has now decided that he will leave for New 
York in the early. morning, probably 
about 9 o'clock. ithin three days of 
leaving Ireland he hopes to be back here 
again, after having crossed the Atlantic 
both ways—-a distance of six thousand 
miles. 

Mr.. Mollison has had eleven years’ 
flying experience. He was first com-

 missioned with the Royal Air Force, with 


which he served in Waziristan, India, and 
in England in 1023. After leaving the 
service he entered civil aviation in 
Australia, later, in 1931, returning to 
England by air, and setting up a “record 
of 8 days 22 hours 25 minutes for the 
flight. This year he established a new 
“record ” of 4 days 17 hours 19 minutes 
for a solo flight to Cape Town, where he 
met Miss Amy Johnson, whom he married 


in London a fortnight ago.

“A NIGHT LIKE THIS' AT 
THE GRAFTON.

“ Comic ' pictures can vary in the widest 
manner, Some are really funny, some are 
only mildly amusing, and quite.a number 
are not even that. (It is only once in a 
while that a picture comes along which is so 
fanny that you laugh until it hurts, “AA 
Night Like This” is one of the happy few, 
and should not be missed on any account. 

A film which contains any of the Aldwych 
players start off with a big advantage, and 
this picture features the whole gang—Tom 
Walls, Ralph Lynn, Winifred Shotter, and 
Mary Brough. Robertson Hare and Claude 
Hulbert are somewhat overshadowed by the 
quartet, but they are almost as amusing in 
their own way. 

“Rookery Nook’’ and “ Plunder’’ may 
possibly have had more comic situations, but 
I doubt if either of them come up to the 
standard of ‘‘A Night Like This” For 
one thing, they kept very close to the con- 
ventions of the stage, whereas this picture is 
a real piece of cinema work. Herbert Wil- 
cox, who was in charge of the direction, is 
to be congratulated on a very lively and 
imaginative bit of production. 

The players; as usual, are a delight, even 
though Tom Walls is cast in the. part of an 
“Irish ” lieeman, complete with accent. 
However, his accent does not sound so 
strange in our ears as those we have heard 
Írom some other English actors, and in any 
case he-forgets it altogether half-way through 


the picture. 


MORE THAN JUST SILLY. 

You might think that a silly ass is just 
a silly ass, but this film will convince you 
that there is more than one variety of the 
species. Ralph Lynn, for instance, is an 
ass, but, in spite of putting both feet into 
it on every possible occasion, he retains 
enough wit to hit people over the head with 
pokers when the occasion demands. 

Claude Hulbert (as Aubrey Slott) is several 
degrees below this, his mental vacancy almost 
amounts to a vacuum. When the other 
two have succeeded, after immense effort. in 
extracting a necklace from the blackmailer, 
he hands it back again absent-mindedly.

Robertson Hare portrays yet another type, 
the henpecked husband who becomes, with 
absurd ease, the butt of any design that the 
Walls-Lynn combination care to put over on 
him. The scene where the two decide, to 
keep him out of harm’s way by removing his 
trousers may seem to be rather broad 
humour, but in reality it is the funniest 
thing that one could wish to see. As re- 
gards the other actors, Winifred Shotter has 
lost. nothing of her charm, and Mary Brough 
is the picture of respectability as '' Mrs. 
Decent.’ 

Seeing the preliminary run of a film in a 
deserted house is rather a dismal business as 
a rule, but in this case it had one great 
advantage. I suspect that during the week 
the laughter will be so continuous’ that a 
great deal of the dialogue will be inaudible.

Henry Franklin, conductor of the Sligo 
Orchestra, bad a sympathetic audience to 
share his ;ious aspir:‘ion in the Dublin 
Rotary Club, which he addressed yesterday 
on “Irish Musicians of To-Day.”” The meet- 
ing was held in Clery’s Restaurant. 
“In ‘musical art 1 deliberately place com- 
sers first in importance.” said Mr. 
ranklin, ‘‘teachers and conductors second, 
and performers third.”” He adopted this 
order, he explained, because the composer 
creates, the teacher and conductor trains, and 
the performer presents the message. ‘The 
public .uswally presented bouquets to the 
gifted performer, without regard to the fact 
that the artist. is but the medium for con- 
veying the composer's thoughts, having pre- 
viously been taught to imterpret the work 
by the patient teacher. The successful com- 
er, anyhow, deserved» the laurel wreath. 
ut when it became a question of worldly 
prosperity his, the speaker's, order of im- 
portance was very frequently reversed. The 
performer enjoyed ps en the teacher 
existed on a pittance, and the composer lived 
on air. 
** Amongst Irish musicians of to-day,’’ com- 
mented Mr Franklin, “I should say that 
Sir Hamilton Harty stands foremost as a 
successful Irish-born composer.”. He was a 
native of Hillsborough, County Down, and 
was formerly organist in a Bray church, after- 
wards going to London. His cantata, “ The 
Mystic Trumpeter,’’ with Walt Whitman’s 
words, was oe composed for the Leeds 
Festival, 1915.. Harty also composed an Irish 
symphony, the popular tone poem, “ With 
the Wild Geese’ ; several fine vocal and in- 
strumental solos, and was now conductor of 
the famous Halle Orchestra, Manchester. Dr. 
Norman Hay, of Coleraine, who now lived in 
Belfast, had also produced some very scholarly 
compositions : pod Professor Robert O'Dwyer, 
Vincent and Louis O'Brien, Harold White and 
Molyneux Palmer had also contributed their 
important share in creative musical work. 


‘OLD IRISH AIRS. 


“It is gratifying to know,” the speaker 
went on, “ that most of our native com- 
osers’ best efforts have been inspired by 
Trish subjects.

let_them settle our dispute in whatever way 
seems to them most likely to bring peace and 
harmony to our islands ? 

Let the representatives of those five other 
Dominions settle it as a family matter, not as 
a legal dispute, and let us agree to accept 
their settlement as final. 

Such a solution would detract in no way 
from the self-respect of either of us, and 
would form a noble ending to an historic

LEAGUE OF PRAYER. 


ADDRESS BY THE BISHOP 
OF CASHEL. 


The Bishop of Cashel, preaching yesterday 
in Christ Church Cathedral, Waterford, com- 
mended the objects of the League of Prayer. 
The League was founded in 1920, as the 
result of an appeal published in Irish news- 
papers, South and North. 

“The signatories,’ said the Bishop, ‘‘ were 
convinced that God, through the agonies of 
a dreadful time. was calling His people to 
draw near to Himself and, through a dis- 
covery of His will, nearer to one another. 
They felt that the time had come for 
Christian Irishmen and Christian Irishwomen, 
who believed in prayer, to unite in a service 
of a distinctive kind. They were agreed 
that Christ had revealed a way of life for 
the individual and for the Church, and that 
He Himself could be the way to righteousness 
and peace: in Ireland.’ 

The response to the “pres then made was 
indeed remarkable. There were many 
members in Ireland, and some in countries 
as far away as China, the United States, 
Palestine, and: British Columbia. The move- 
ment was entirely non-political and non- 
sectarian. Some who came into it were far 
apart theologically and politically, but they 
recognised that, for Chr-stians, Christ came 
first, and that, when His Kingship was 
acknowledged, hatred and bitterness had to 
go. That was all that had to be surrendered ; 
for to Christians, as Christians, there had 
been committed a ministry of reconciliation. 

The Bishop expressed the hope that the 
League would renew its activities, He felt 
certain that large numbers, for the sake of 
Christ, were ready to adopt Uhrist’s attitude 
and to use His weapons. Men and women 
who had acted as district secretaries in 
1920-24 would, he knew, be glad to help in 
a similar way again, and would be ready 
to send prayer-cards and forms of prayer to 
those--no matter where they lived—who 
desired to serve Ireland by endeavouring to 
create s more dstinctively Christian atmo- 
sphere, and who believed that prayer could 
be a means to such an end.

The Secretary said that, in connection with 
a resolution | by the Board at a previous 
meeting to the effect that a partial scheme 
would be undertaken if the Government de- 
clined to give the loan guarantee, he tad 
received a letter from the law agent stating 
that the Board had no power to deviate 
trom the deposited plans, nor could they 
carry out the partial scheme, or any 
other than that provided for in the Act of 
1926. It was clear, the secretary added, that 
the Board could not embark on a partial 
scheme in view of the terms of the Minister's 
letter. 

The Law Agent (Mr. T. O'B. Kelly) said 
that it was quite clear that the Board could 
not use their own reserve funds without 
the Minister's sanction, If that were 
obtained, they could proceed with a partial 
scheme, 

The Mayor said that it was an extra- 
ordinary state of affairs that, after spending 
£8,500 on preparing a scheme of dock de- 
velopment and rail connection, the Govern- 
ment refused to give them a guarantee, The 
schemes were originally undertaken on the 
understanding that. a guarantee would be 
given, and he could say that the Govern- 
ment’s decision had come as a bombshell. to 
the citizens, considering the abnormal un- 
employment prevailing in Limerick. :

MILLING INDUSTRY. 


Mr. Loughrey observed that the reference 
made in the Minister’s letter to the milling 
industry was disappointing. It was pointed 
out to the Minister that as a result of the 
tarifis imposed the revenue of the Board 
would suffer, and the traffic of the port and 
railway would be seriously interfered with 
if flour milling in Limerick was not per- 
mitted to develop along contemplated lines. 
Members of the deputation agreed that the 
Minister would incréase the wheat quota to 
Limerick in order to counterbalance the loss 
in trade in consequence of the prohibition 
of flour imports. That suggestion had now 
been turned down. ' 

The Engineer said that he “would 
recommend the carrying out of a partial 
extension of the dock basin in order to 
relieve congestion. 

Mr. Loughry—That will mean the prepara- 
tion of new plans and the abandonment of 
the port railway. 

The Mayor said that it was the intention of 
the Board to spend their reserve fund, but 
they should first ascertain what could be 
done. There was no use of spending £80,000 
that would serve no usefyl purpose.

CENES of an unplehsant nature were 
S witnessed at Tramore strand sports 

yesterday evening; the barriers being 
rushed... by an excited and. cheering 
crowd, ‘while the sports officials. were 
subjected to ‘abuse. In accordance with 
the decision of the Tramore Develop- 
ment Association, which was passed at 
one of their recent - meetings, ' spectators 
wishing to view the events on the strand 
from the promenade were asked to pay 4d. 
for adults and 2d. for children before passing 
through the barrier. A number of people 
offered no objections to payment; but trouble 
soon started. <A group of men congregated 
outside the barriers and angry voices were 
raised in protest. The officials of the Associa- 
tion were subjected to much abuse, and their 
authority; to demand the fee loudly 
questioned. The original group of objectors 
began to swell to large dimensions, and, 
amid wild cheering, the barrier was charged, 
and, being only a temporary structure, it 
collapsed, and the crowd swarmed on to the 
promenade, ieaving the Development Associa- 
tion's officials-powerless. The incident, how- 
ever, did not prevent the programme of 
events being run off. 

Seen by our representative after the sports, 
Mr. J J. Healy, Hon. Secretary to the 
Develepment Association, ‘said that the 
demonstrators apparently overlooked the fact 
that the sports were being run by voluntary 
subscription, and that indirectly at least, as 
far as bathing men were concerned, were 
organised for their benefit. The net result 
o- their action was that the event, instead 
of being successful, was a failure, and the 
funds of the Development Association suffered 
to the extent of £15,

Ruane, who is only three weeks at home 
from America, went to bathe at Enniscrone 
with another man named Patrick Moran, wha 
was a non-swimmer, The tide was fully out 
at the time, and Ruane swam out a 
distance. It was not long until Moran heard 
him shouting. Moran became alarmed, but, 
being unable to swim, he could not give any 
assistance. He rushed to the shore and 
called Helly, who was passing after playing 
a game of golf at the local links. He imthe- 
diately dropped his sticks, took off his | 20ts 
and coat, and pluny.d into the sea. He 
succeeded in reaching the drov-ning man and 
getting hold of him. Ruane gripped. Helly, 
and a terrible life-and-death struggle ensued 
In a iew minutes the two disappeared, and 
were not seen again. 
in by the tide. Ruane’s body has not yet 
been recovered. 

“I thing the jury should comment on the 
heroism of this brave young man in going 
into the sea to save another man’s life. Í also 
think that they. should recommend to the 
Royal Humane Society the issue of a medal to 
his parents, a thing which they can keep to 
remind them of the fact that their son has 
died a hero,” said Dr. Quinn, Coroner for Co. 
Sligo, at the inquest on the ME of Helly. 

Pairick Moran, who was bathing with 
Ruane, said that Ruave swam out about 
yards and then got into difficulties. 

The jury returned a verdict ‘that death 
was due to asphyxia caused by drowning.”’

over the holiday itself. The visitor to 
Ireland who concludes his journey from 
Dun Laoghaire to Westland Row on any 
fine afternoon this month must be con- 
scious of it as his train skirts the sea wall. 
Ariel did not pursue the sun with more 
avidity than the holiday-makers of Salt 
hill or Merrion, ‘nor is it to be imagined 
that he pursued it in. lighter attire. 
Twenty years ago, even ten, the sea and 
the sunshine were regarded as elements 
charged with menace to health. To-day. 
so completély has medical science recon- 
sidered its decision, the sun is worshippe:l 
as a god, The children of the last 
generation were taught that sea-bathing 
was good for the health only so long as 
it was taken with an infinity of pre 
cautions. Too long an immersion—any 
thing over ten minutes—was equivalent 
to suicide. A bathe within two hours of 2 
meal was an invitation to convulsions of 
the most painful kind, probably to be 
followed by insanity and death. Only if 
the body were dried and dressed 
immediately after the treatment, and the 
circulation restored by hot soup or brisk 
exercise, could the patient hope to escape 
the severe illness that otherwise was 
inevitable. No Edwardian mother wouid 
have permitted the sun to beat upon the 
uncovered heads of her. offspring. Al! 
these rules are broken daily. and with 
apparent impunity, on every beach .n 
Ireland this summer. The new technique 
of holiday, indeed, has not been evolved 
without some searchings of heart. It is 
one of the paradoxes of our time that the 
younger generation, assailed on one side 
for its sophistication, should be attacked 
on the other for a return to a simplicity 
which has about it something of the art- 
lessness of the golden age. The wise and 
elderly have shaken their heads at this 
worship of the sun; let them take comfort 
in the reflection that science is fickle. 
Another revolution in scientific theory 
soon may drive the world back to the 
voluminous’ wraps and the grim bathinz 
boxes of Edwardian summers. 


The Phoenix Park Races. 


The sporting public in Ireland will 
regret very much the controversy that has 
arisen between the Director of the Reyal 
Dublin Society and the Phoenix Park Race 
Club. The ‘point at issue is the fact that 
the Pheenix Park Club this year held a 
race meeting on the Wednesday evening 
of Horse Show Week. as well as on the 
Saturday, and the suggestion has been 
made that, if the club holds its Wednes- 
day meeting next year, the Horse Show 
will be continued until. the Saturday, thus 
clashing with the Phawnix Park’s prin- 
cipal meeting. The Club’s case is that, 
as its meeting on the Wednesday did not 
start until half-past six in the evening, st 
could not possibly interfere with the 
Horse Show, whereas, of course, if Mr. 
Bohane and the members of his Council 
should decide to continue the Show on the 
Saturday, the race meeting would be 
ruined and the Club would be forced 
to go into liquidation. It is a most 
unfortunate contretemps. We cannot see 
how a race meeting on Wednesday evening 
could damage the Horse Show, and, in 
view of the figures cited by Mr. Henry 
Peard, the Royal Dublin Society's case 
is difitult to ‘sustain. The point. is, 
however, that both the Pheenix Park Club 
and the Royal Dublin Society are work- 
ing towards the same end—both . are 
serving the cause of the horse in Ireland. 
Everybody knows what the Society has 
done for the horse-breeding industry ; the 
Club, in its own way, is equally important. 
Although working at a loss, it distributes 
some £10,000 a year in stakes among Irish 
race-horse owners and trainers, and its 
liquidation would be little less than a 
calamity. We feel sure that, the Royal 
Dublin Society recognises the value of the 
Phcenix Park Club and that it will do 
nothing to damage its interests. There 1s 
no doubt that visitors to the Horse Show 
enjoy an evening’s racing in the pleasing 
surroundings of the Phoenix Park, and we 
see no reason why they should be deprived 
of their sport. ie

ADVISORY COMMITTEE’S VIEWS. 

in a “statement accompanying the new 
scale of duties the Treasury says that the 
Advisory Committee state that while it 
would .be premature to draw any final con- 
clusions from the experiment epresented by 
the Horticultural Products Act, they are 
satisfied that one of its results has been to 
encourage the home producer to evlarce his 
operations. - They have been impressed .by 
the evidence of the extent to which pro- 
ducers in Great Britain are already making 
plans to avail themselves of the new oppor- 
tunity afforded them, and are of opinion 
that the experiment ought to be continued 
with certain modifications. 


EFFECT OF NEW. DUTIES. 

In the case of fresh fruit, the new Orders 
show that the variations, as compared with 
the first Order, which came into operation 
on January 5, inclade the addition of rasp- 
berries and loganberries, which are to be 
taxed at 2d. per ib. from July 1 to August 
51, and hothouse peaches and nectarines, 
which will bear a duty of 1s. per lb. between 
April 1 and October 31. in other cases 
the duration of the duty is extended, and in 
some the rate of tax is reduced. Thus, 
EA which from June 1 to August 15 paid 
4s. per cwt., will now be taxed throughout 
the year at 9s. 4d. per cwt, Strawberries, 
which from April 1 to May 31 were: taxed 
at 2s. 6d. a lb., and from June 1 to June 
15 at 6d. per:jb., will now be charged a 
duty ef ód. per ib. between April 1 and 
duly 31.: . Similar variations are made in 
the duties on fresh vegetables. Asparagus, 
which from the inception of the duties until 
February 28, paid 1s. a lb., will now be ad- 
mitted with a reduced tax uf 4d. per Ib. 
between January 1 and June WD. 


EMPIRE PRODUCTS.

Rumours that Italy contemplates 
secession from the League of Nations ought 
| not to be given too much credence. They 
arose probably from the pointed suggestion 
of General Balbo, the Italian Minister for 
Air, that England and France are too 
prominent in dictating the League’s policy. 
and from the fact that a large section of 
Italian feeling deems»Geneva a much too 
expensive luxury in the present harda times. 
Italians are not the only people who sub- 
scribe to the latter view—especially among 
those who are prompt to produce their 
share of the general expenses. Germany 
is now in default with her quarterly sub- 
scription of £25,000, while China, whose 
representatives take an active part in the 
League’s proceedings, has not yet con- 
tributed a single yen for her privilege of 
membership. i 


The German Outrages. 


Outrages in Germany during the week's 
end show an increase of that terrorism 
from which no part of the country has been 
entirely free since the elections at the end 
of last month. Local outrages make a 
formidable list; and in their perpetration 
bombs, hand-grenades and pistols played 
conspicuous parts. Communists have con- 
tributed to the orgy of violence that has 
been so prevalent, but it was clear before 
the elections took place that Herr Hitler 
had created forces which he was unable, 
and large numbers of his lieutenants were 
reluctant, to control. With all the 
reserves at its command, the Government 
does not seem to advance in what it stated 
to be its first duty to the country—namely, 
the restoration of order. Unless the present 
run of terrorism and outrage is suppressed 
there is an ugly. possibility that the 
country will be plunged into civil war. 


Allegations Against the House. 


Mr. McGovern, who has renewed allega- 
tions of insobriety against the House of 
Commons, represents the Shettleston 
Division of Glasgow, for which he was 
returned on the death of Mr. Wheatley. 
He is one of a little band of five, known 
at Westminster as the “ Maxtonites,’’ and 
during the office of the late Labour Govern- 
ment they obtained notoriety by being 
ejected forcibly from the House for breach 
of order. In recent years more than on: 
such allegation has been made by members. 
invariably at public meetings, but, with 
one exception, the accusers apologised sub- 
sequently for their statements. The ex- 
ception was Dr. Salter, the Socialist 
member for West Bermondsey, and a lead- 
ing temperance reformer. On being called 
to task in the House he repeated his 
charges, which were of a general nature. 
and declared that, if pressed further, he 
would state to the House the names of the 
members whom he had in mind. 


Trouble on the Underground. 


Two unions refuse to accept the terms 
offered by the London Underground com- 
panies, thereby threatening the peaceful 
settlement of the dispute about wage re- 
ductions. The National Union of Rail- 
waymen, the Railway Clerks’ Union and 
seven other craft organisations ..involved 
have accepted the companies’ terms; but 
the ‘Society of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen and the Electrical Trades Union 
have refused to assent to the proposal, 
although they are not unwilling to have 
matters submitted to arbitration. This 
course, no doubt, will be followed 
eventually, and it is possible that the 
anions which bave fallen in with the com- 
panies’ schemé will make use of the situa- 
tion to have their cases re-opened ‘and 
dealt With likewise. 


The Marketing of Hops, 


In future all English hops will be 
marketed through a Hop Marketing 
Board, and heavy penalties will be im- 
posed on any producer who sells his hops 
independently, without special exemption. 
This is the result of the endorsement of 
the provisions of the Hop Marketing Act 
by the overwhelming majority of the 
growers. When both votes and acreage 
are taken into account, the proportion in 
favour. of the scheme is, roughly, 93 per 
cent. The scheme will come into operation 
next. month in time to deal with this 
season 's crop. Hop-growers have suffered 
heavy losses through the low prices pre- 
vailing since their voluntary organisation, 
the English Hop-Growers, collapsed three 
years ago. 


Omnibuses in Pall Mail. 


To the annoyance of Clubland, streams 
of motor omnibuses have invaded Pal! 
Mall and St. James's streét, exclusive 
thoroughfares which usually are closed to 
this form of traffic, except on special occa- 
sions. The explanation of the incursion is 
the extensive road-repair work in progress 
at Piccadilly Circus. For a long time the 
Circus and its immediate environment has 
been partially in the hands of the navvies, 
whose leisurely attentions to the highway 
were brought to an end about a week ago 
No sooner had their débris been cleared up 
than a second band descended on the spot 
with a still more elaborate plan of cam- 

ign, with the result that most of the 
trafic accustomed to use that quarter has 


had to be diverted. 
The Cup Final.

Northern Railway workers’ strike in 
Dundalk underwent no change yesterday. 
The suggestions made by the Acting

by the railway directors.

Mr. Watters said to an Irish Times 
reporter that, while the department felt

THE TRIALS.

BIG LANDOWNER’S VIEW. 


An extensive landowner, horse-breeder 
and cattle-feeder, who has nearly 400 
cattle ready for sale on his land in County 
Meath, said that the present deadlock re- 
sulting. in the tariff on Free State live 
stock and farm produce “ will mean abso- 
lute ruin.” Some idea of the loss sus- 
tained may be gathered from the fact 
that for a beast sold in Manchester for 
£22 the Irish farmer receives only about 
£16 5s., or less than the animal’s cost 
in January last. 

‘‘I think,” he added, “that Mr. de 
Valera is out to smash all the big graziers 
and get their land cheaply. I cannot 
draw any other conclusion. Jf he would 
agree to arbitration he would havo a 
chance of doing something.” 

Asked if he had paid his land annuities, 
this farmer replied :—‘‘ Unfortunately, I 
have. If I had to do. it again 

would put my land — annuities 
into a suspense account until there 
was a settlement. The small far- 
mer. is not hit so... badly - as 
yet, and will not feel the effect 
until September or October 
I know a small man on a fattening farm 
in County Meath who strongly supported 
the Fianna Fail Party, at the elections, 
but has now turned completely round in 
consequence of the attitade of the Govern- 
ment, .

REGISTERS. 


An increase in unemployment during 
July is shown in the Ministry of Labour 
returns, 

It is estimated that at July 25 there 
were approximately 9,317,000 insured 
persons, aged 16 to 64, in employment in 
Great Britain. This was 16,000 less than 
a year before. 

The decline in employment was partly 
due to the trade dispute in the cotton 
textile industry in the Burnley district. 

The numbers of unemployed persons on 
the registers of employment exchanges in 
Great Britain at July 25 were 1,995,453 
wholly unemployed, 721,552 temporarilv 
stopped, and 94,777 normally in casual 
employment, making a total of 2,811,782. 

This was 64,439 more than the number 
on the registers at June 27, and 98,432 
more than a year before. 

The total on July 25 comprised 2,259,057 
men, 76,120 boys, 423,765 women, and 
52,840 girls.
